Be Improved With 


New “Tachistoscope’

Have you been having trouble 
mastering that foreign language 
or reading twelve. chapters of 
homework in two hours? 

If you have one of these difficul- 
ties, your problems are over! A 
product of the machine age has 
arrived on the SAC campus this 
year which may benefit you. This 
fiend for improvement is called a 
“‘Tachistoscope”’ and its purpose is 
to speed up and improve reading, 
skills of observation, comprehen- 
sion, and reading speed. 

Miss Lota Blythe, SAC English 
instructor, who has charge of the 
Tachistoscope, describes it asa 
shutter-type machine with a close 
similarity to a slide projector. The 
machine flashes words, phrases, or 
sentences on a screen and the stu- 
dent has an alotted amount of time 
in which to read or translate the 
image. 

At the present time Miss Blythe 
has ten students enrolled in her 
class, but expects the enrollment 
to double next semester after read- 
ing tests given in orientation class- 
es. The purpose of this class is to 
help students to improve their 
reading speed.

Lincoln Limousine That Was Built 
In Roaring 20’s To Be Restored

A 1929 Lincoln Limousine, one of the last products of 
the roaring Twenties, now resides in the auto shops of the 


SAC campus. 


The Limousine is owned by Chuck Lyons, auto trades 


major, who is busy restoring it to 
original condition, after which the 
ear will be sold to an Auto Mu- 
seum. 


Weighs over Three Tons 


Tipping the scales at slightly 
over three tons, the Lincoln -is 
reminiscent of the elegant era in 
which it was produced. Its dash- 
board is solid nickle and the door 
frames are mahogany. A telephone 
in the rear and front seats permits 
conversation between the driver 
and passenger who are separated 
by a plate glass window. Four 
cigarette lighters, two clocks, over- 
stuffed seats and window shades 
contribute to the luxury of the 
Limousine. 

Except for the fenders which 
are constructed of iron the entire 
body is made of heavy aluminum, 
rare during the Twenties. The en- 
gine, also made of aluminum, has 
a 3 and one half inch bore and a 
five inch stroke, giving it 384 
cubic inches. The horsepower rat- 
ing is 39.4.

Battering Citrus Eleven 37-0

“McFaddin! Sullivan! Lacy! Stephen! Baldwin! Des- 
camps! These six Dons blasted open the home season at the 
Santa Ana Bowl two weks ago by each scoring a touchdown 


to maul Citrus 37-0. 


The Owls from Azusa never came close, not penetrat- 


ing the Dons’ twenty-yard line un- 
til the very last play of the game. 
They netted only 56 yards on the 
ground, compared to the winners’ 
261. Through the air the Dons 
completed six of twenty passes 
for 134 yards, the Owls six of 
fourteen for 82. 

On numerous occasions the Don 
ball carriers burst through the 
Owl defenders like moon-bound 
rockets through a group of fluffy 


clouds. 
McFaddin Scores 


The first scoring play was a 25 
yard romp by John McFaddin. In 
the first quarter also, Chuck Neal 
shook loose for a 22 yard sprint, 
Alan Turner, in the second. quart- 
er, halted a Citrus drive by inter- 
cepting a pass on the Santa Ana 
fifteen-yard-line and returning it 
18 yards. Roy Stephen’s 27 yard 
punt run-back was another feature 
of the second period. 

Stimulating the Red-and-Black’s 
attack early in the third quarter, 
Neal again broke away, this time 
for a 51 yard gallop to the Owls’ 
eleven-yard-line. Several plays 
later, McFaddin carried for 26 
yards, and on the next play shot 
a pass to Bob Lacy for the Dons’ 
third score. A 37 yard pass play 
from Tom Baldwin to Don Doty 
and punt returns of 27 yards by 
Doty and 42 yards by George 
Gumbrecht were the main excite- 
ment in the final quarter. 

Defense Sparkles 

Perhaps ,as_ sparkling as. the 
Dons’ powerful offense was their 
defensive display. Playing against 
a team that out-weighed them ten 
pounds per man, the Don linemen 
threw the Owl ball carriers for a
